N the public debate columns there was printed 


yesterday an open letter to Representative 


Esch, signed by a former service man, E. W. 
Lyons, in which there is a good deal of criticism 
of Mr. Esch. In most part the letter is a state- 
ment of opinions, which-its writer is fairly en- 


lit led to hold and to express. There are, how- 
ever, certain purported statements of facts in 
the letter which are legitimate subject for cri- 
ticism. 


\Vc would not, for instance, deny Mr. 


Lyons' right to his opinion that Mr. Esch is in 
some way responsible for the fact that the four- 
fold compensation plan for service men has not 
vet passed the senate. If he chooses to think 
thnt way one can oaly note the crippled logic 
which blames Mr. Esch for the actions of a 
body of which he is not a member, and ignores 
his untiring efforts in the house for the passage 
of the bill. Incidentally, it may not be amiss in 
passing to recall that, although Mr. Lyons seems 
to feel that the bill is inadequate, it nevertheless 
had the backing and approval of the American 
Legion after a nation-wide referendum of its 
posts and membership. 


But in such assertions as that the Esch- 


Cummins bill "guaranteed the Wall Street own- 
ers of the railroad profits of six per cent on all 
their watered stock" Mr. Lyons lays himself 
open to legitimate criticism. It is apparent that 
lie has not read the railroad bill, or he would 
never have ventured to make this sweeping and 
grossly inaccurate assertion. This objection to 
the bill, one of the chief points made by its op- 
ponents, was completely answered by Mr. Esch 
himself at Riverside Park Thursday night, when 
lie explained the provisions of the act. We re- 
fer Mr. Lyons to the published report of the 
speech for the facts on the matter, contenting 
ourselves here with simply pointing out that the 
Esch bill requires the commission to s_et its rates 
to provide return not on "all the watered stock" 
of the railroads, but on the "aggregate value'- of 
the systems as ascertained under the provisions 
of the La Follette physical valuation act 


\Vc do not know -where Mr. Lyons obtained 


Hie information which, he says he has received 
"that the price of coal has just been advanced 
$2.25 a ton because of the freight rate increase 
under the Esch-Cnmmins bflL" If his informa- 
tion is correct, it is certain that some other influ- 
ence besides that of the Esch-Cummins bill is re- 
sponsible. For one his only to look up the new 
freight rate to discover that the increased cost of 
transporting the bulk of the fuel used in La 
Crosse is not $2.25 a toru or anything like it. 
Most of the coal used in La Crosse is soft coal 
i'rom the Southern Illinois field; ninety percent 
of all the soft coal consumed in this city comes 
from there. And the increase in freight from 
the Southern Illinois coal field to La Crosse is 
just ninety-three cents a ton. From northern 
Illinois the increase is only 68% cents a ton. If 
this coal is up $2.25 a ton the freight rate in- 
crease is responsible for a good deal less'than 
half o f i t .

Nor is the Esch-Cumrains bffl responsible 


for the increase in freight rates. That was made 
necessary to meet the same increased cost-of liv- 
ing which affects every business and individual 
in the country, and to meet the demands for in- 
creased wages made by the railroad employees. 
The Esch-Cummins bill merely prescribed the 
procedure to meet the situation. Esch-Cummins 
hill or anything else, the railroads have to have 
more income or quit. If it had not come through. 
increased freight rates under private operation, 
il would huvc^come through increased taxes un- 
der federal control. In cither event the public 
pays. 


Mr. Lyons also revives the hoary exaggera- 


lion that the. recent freight -rate increases will 
cost every family in the country a dollar a day 
additional, a Chicago Tribune writer quoted by 


Senator La Follette being authority for the state- 
ment. It is a statement well calculated to make 
the public mad, but we doubt if they wish to be 
made mad on misinformation.. We presume 
they want the exact facts, and to be only as 
"mad" as these facts warrant. 


La Follette wanted public operation to con- 


tinue. So did we. However, in attacking the in- 
creased freight jates the senator ,has left Mr. 
Lyons and others wiih the impression that this 
is a net loss; that had government operation con- 
tinued there would have been no increased costs. 
On the other band, Mr. Esch is of the,opinion 
that had government operation continued the 
current necessities which- the government would 
have been obliged to meet would have far ex- 
ceeded the billion and a half to be raised by the 
new rates, and that in addition two billions 
would have been added by taxation to capital ac- 
count better to equip and extend railroad service. 


In our judgment, based on credible informa- 


tion, the rate increase under government con- 
trol would have been from fifteen to twenty per- 
cent If we say seventeen arid -one-half we split 
me present raise in the middle and thus we have 
only half as much to be "mad" at as La Follette 
permits us to think. Unified operation would 
have saved us in round numbers $850,000,000, 
if operating efficiency were equal. .As to the two 
billions -which Lenrbot and Esch say must be 
added to capital acco'unt' an informed public 
would not shrink for the reason that the public 
will eventually pay this money under private 
ownership and under conditions by which the 
property bought with it accrues to the railway 
owners, and becomes a new basis of rate mak- 
ing, whereas under government ownership the 
property so bought would accrue-to the state, 
which is the people. 


Getting back to the thought that what the 


public wants is the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth, let us review for the purpose of analy- 
sis the following paragraph from Senator La 
Follette's editorial, .'The Interstate Commerce 
commission on Jury 31, accepted tnis tainted 
balance sheet showing the 'aggregate value' of 
the railroads to be nineteen billions, and based 
a rate advance of $1,500,000,000 on that aggre- 
gate value. This raises the annual transporta- 
tion bill of the people to $6,000,000,000—or one- 
half of the actual value of the roads—and adds 
$1 a day to the cost of living of every American 
family." 


The senator puts the increase at $1,500,000,- 


000, and the total freight bill of the country, with 
the above addition, at $6,000,000,000. If, as he 
says, the $1,500,000,000 increase means that 
every family will pay $365 a year in< addition to 
what it formerly paid, two things follow: 


(1) Under the old rate every family was 


paying out of the family income a total of $1,- 
095 per year for freight alone. 


(2) Under the new rate every family must 


pay a total of $1,460 per year for freight alone. 


In other words, a man who draws $30 per 


week pays all but $100 of'his yearly earnings 
for freight, leaving only $100 for all other items 
in the family budget.

Dear Sir: 
Mr. Esch, by various devices and ar- 


tifices'is attempting to convince'the soldier that'he 
is their firm friend. I ana a veteran of the recent 
World War who recently was appealed to by Mr.

For the benefit of other soldiers who served -with 


me, I have addressed an open letter to Congressman

Lest I be accused of being "unpatriotic" for the

years and ten months spent in the service, fourteen

Dear Sir: 
I am in receipt of a copy of the letter 


you are sending to All veterans of the War with 
Germany in your Congressional district, in your 
campaign for re-election to congress. . 


You inform me that you are in favor of a bill, 


now pending in congress, which provided for the 
distribution <of German war "trophies," consisting 
of howitzers', mortars, field pieces, machine guns 
and lesser equipment. You assure'me, as one o£ 
your constituents that you '-'hope to be able io se- 
cure enou'eh of these trophies to supply .each city 
or village in. our district which has a camp or post 
of war veterans.™ 
• You ask me to advise you by December sixth, 
when congress reconvenes, as to my wishes, in the 
matter, and I take this early opportunity to do so: 


The soldiers of your district, Mr. Esch—like your 


other constituents—are not much interested' in, 
"trophies" of the late war. 
Several million Amer- 


ican boys saw all they, wanted to see of German ma- 
chine guns Jn France. 


What the American soldier Is interested in', at the 
present time, is the high cost of living. 
• 
' Several thousand of .your constituents who vol- 
unteered or were called into service urider the draft 
law, 
looked to you, as their congressman, to sup- 


port laws-preventing unscrupulous men from pro- 
fiteering in the necessaries of life. These men re-' 
turned to civilian life in November, 1918, to find, 
that the cost of clothing, shoes, food arid other ne-'

one-man street cars with automatic equipment which will be placed, in im- 
mediate service in La Crosse on the South Side line.
